Williams Pleads for 

Mr. Williams, of Laurens, the author 
of the bill in the house, was the first 
speaker on the subject of disfranchise- 
ment, and his argument in suppori of 
the measure was clear-cut and decisive. | 
‘He showed the future evil of ‘the negro! 
vote, and made an eloquent appeal to’! 
“have the bill passed, and the people of 
Georgia, who had asked for the _ right, | 
through the-Macon platform, allowed ‘o)| 
vote wpon it at a general election. 

‘Mr. Massengale, of Warren, followed. 
and spoke of. the corrupt elections of 
1892, and declared that he hoped never 
to see again the scenes witnessed then, 
when nagroes were herded like sheep, | 
and their votes bought.and so!d. 

Mr. Trent, of Heard, made a fiery 
peal for the bill, and his points were 
weil taken. 

Mr. Hall got the floor before the noon 
recess, and held it until the hour of ad-, 
journment had arrived. He fearlessly | 
Stated that he would vote for any bill | 
which would disfranchise a negro  be- 
Cause he was a negro, but was against 
any measure that would enfranchise a 
negro and disfranchise a white man. He 
warned the younger members of the 
house that they were not legislating for 
themselves, but for their children, and! 
if this bill was passed their children 
would live to suffer from the § tbLlack 
heel being upon the white neck. 

His speech was declared to be one of | 
the strongest he has vet made. 

Mr. Johnson, of Jasper, is known as 
One of the strong’ speakers of the house, | 
and when he arose to speak all eves 
were turned upon him. 

In the bitterest terms he arraigned the | 
proposed measure, and declared that he 
would not stultify his conscience by vot- | 
ing for something indirectly that could | 
not be accomplished by direct legisia- 
tion. 

All during the session negroes sat 
the gallery, and leaned far over the ban- 
isters listening attentively to the ar- 
Zuments made, but not one making | 
themselves obnoxious by their presence 
or applause. 

Many Amendments Offered. 

Rt seems that there is consideiable op- | 
position to the bill, especially in view 
the fact that there were a dozen amend- ' 
ments to the original bil! read before! 
debate was begun. It is the purpose of) 
“the solid phalanx, which seems to think 
all measures which epring from them! 
are born perfect,’ as Mr. Johnson de-' 
Scribed the administration force, to vote 
down any and all amendments and | 
make an-effort to pass the bil! as it 
reached the house from the senaie. 

Those who are oppos'ng this measure 
are making a concerted effort to secure | 
its amendment, and, if possible, its de- | 
feat. 

Being a constitutional measure. a two- 
thirds vote is required, or 122 votes, to, 
see it safely passed. A vote on it may 
be expected today, or possibly not until 
tomorrow.

During the day yesterday the Western 
Union peid the time due each of the 
operators who went out.

Claim Wires Are Manned. 

In a statement issued last night, the 
Western Union says that at 6 oclocK 
there were over 500 operators ready for 
duty in the general operating department 
in New York city—twice the normal 
force. Ample force for the night busi- 
ness and for coming day's as asserted. 
The same message says that twenty-five 
operators out of 200 went out in Phisa- 
delphia, while at Baltimore twenty-nine 
out of 160 joined the strike. Seven out 
of thirty-five of the night force at Pitts- 
burg left their keys. 

The union denies that strikers went 
back to their keys in New Orleans and 
at Memphis, saying that such declara- 
tions were made simply to mislead te 
public.

Despite the efforts of the senate to 
have the remaining niche set apart is 
statuary hall in Washington for Alabama 
taken up by a statue of the late Sen- 
ator Morgan, it will not be. The house 
was either too busy or disinclined to 
take it up, and [ft went to the coasts of 
Oblivion “left on the calendar.’’ There 
was opposition on the part of oné mem- 
ber in the senate to have the statue 
thus placed, but unanimous vote for it. 

It may be that the next session will 
complete the work. The other place al- 
lotted to the state ie taken up by a sta- 
tue of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, once minister 
to Spain, an educator, and pubiclist, a 
nran who devoted most of the productive 
years of his life to Alabama and its best 
needs. 

Friends of the movement, however, are 
not altogether disappointed in the out- 
come. They believe that with a_ short 
while to discuss the life and work of 
Senator Morgan the people will more 
thoroughly appreciate his life and serv- 
ices, and make it all the more a response 
to popular demand than it is at this 
time. Senator Reese, of Dallas, was the 
leader in the passage of the senate bill, 
Which carried $15,000, and made the 
daughter of the dead statesman one of 
the commissioners for the selection of 
the type and design. 


Gray Was a Worker. 


Members of the legislature and the 
citizens of the state as a whole have 
been greatly pleased at the way Lieut. 
Gov. Henry B. Gray tended to his position 
as president of the senate. He worked 
regularly, being out of his place less 
perhaps than any man filling a like po- 
sition in any of the states. He took the 
work as seriously as he does the run- 
ning of his bank, and gave to the state 
a constant service. 

Mr. Gray is the only announced candi- 
date for governor. He has taken the po- 
sition in the place he holds that the state 
is just as much entitled to regular at- 
tention to ite business as a commercial 
house or a manufacturing enterprise. He 
got out of the chair very few times to 
work for special measures, and those 
only when he desired to further bills 
that he regarded as essential to the 
welfare of his own city. His -first vote 
to break a tie, resulting in the passage 
of a bill in the senate to provide in- 
digent school children with books: his 
last to pass the Greater Birmingham 
bill, upon which so great a fight was 
made pro and con. 


The Next Session. 


When will the legfslature be back? is 
a question often asked. It can be said 
upon reliable information that it will 
not be long if the railroad question is 
not well settied. If the jurtes indict, 
and there is a conflict with regard to 
the laws now restrained, and things get 
mixed up, the- word of the governor is 
out that an extra session will be called 
in a few weeks. If the roads get an 
agreement with the state to wait until 
litigation is disposed of there. will likely 
be no more of the lawmakers until next 
year. In any event, they may be looked 
for a year or so hence. 

Now that the session is over, the dis- 
tribution of the increased funds for edu- 
cation will begin. It is going to be a 
hard job to get the most out of the mon- 
ey, however, as several acts that were 
very much desired were not passed. It 
is said that at the next session what- 
ever was left at this one will be given, 
including more money for the equipment 
of the institute at Auburn. It is also 
expected that a better superintendence 
law will come with other good things.

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Where Doctors Differ. 

The Anti-Saloon League is organized 
in practically every one of the souta- 
ern states. In Georgia it was one of 
the strongest forces behind the prohi- 
bition bill which was enacted into 
luw. In North. Carolina the league 
aiso has an _ effective organization. 
Josiah William Bailey is the North 
State chairman, and he is backed by 
a committee of some of the most 


p:ominent prohibitionists of the state, ! 


Contrary to the course taken in 
Georgia, the Anti-Saloon League in 
North Carolina is standing in the 


pending prohibition fight in that state | 


for a continuance of the existing local 
option plan. Chairman Bailey in a 
iscent issue ‘of a _ leading monthly 
magazine came out strongly against 
state prohibition and in favor of local 
option. This article is being given 
wide publicity by the league in the 
contest now On. 

Chairman Bailey, speaking, appa- 
rently, with the approval and consent 
cf the other officers of the league, 
declares that “local option is incom- 
parably the best means of handling 
the liquor traffic.” 

Such an admission from one who 


denounces with earnestness and con-| 


viction the evils of “indulgence and 
over indulgence in liquors that intox- 
icate,” and who has fought tooth and 
nail to create a public sentiment that 
will demand the enforcement of rea- 
sonable regulations of the liquor traf- 
fic. was hardly to be expected. 
Cnairman Bailey tempers zeal with 
common sense: he prefers reasonable 
regulations which will be enforced to 
more drastic prohibition laws which 
in his opinion will be disregarded. 

The prohibition leaders of Georgia 
would probably declare Chairman 
Bailey unorthodox and depose him fof 
his heritical beliefs and professions, 
The latter finds in the fact that twen- 
ty-three states of the American union 
have tried prohibitfon since 1851 and 
that all but three have abandoned the 
attempt, proof positive that state pro- 
hibition is ineffectual. 

He finds state prohibition is op- 
posed to a principle which should dom- 
inate in American politics, namely, 
“never to do for a community what it 
is able to do for itself.’ In an article 
in ‘The South Atlantic Quarterly he 
concedes: that -the republican defeat in 
the Maine campaign of 1906 was at- 
tributable to their support of state 
prohibition. 

He uses this as the basis for a 
warning to other state legislature, 
“never to accept a_ responsibility 
which may be discharged by the elec- 
tcrate,” and says: 

“A legislator is foolish to assumé the 
responsibility for an act that his people 
may conveniently pass upon. 
proper duty is to concern himself with 
the acts of more general import and 
with only such local bills as are either 
too insignificant for popular action or 
that are not worth the cost of an elec- 
tion.” 

Under the plan of liquor regulation 
throughout the 
south, and in many other states of 
the union, known as the local option 
pian, the question of deciding as be. 
tween open saloons, dispensaries and 
prohibition is left to a vote of the in- 
dividual community or county. Under 
this plan it is claimed that seven- 
eighths of southern territory has be- 
come “dry.”

‘been driven out of the country dis- 
'tricts and small towns into the larger 
towns and cities, where ample police 
‘protection is afforded, it would seem, 
says Chairman Bailey, that even the 
most ardent advocate of prohibition 
would hesitate before adopting anoth- 
er system, which has invariably failed 
and been discarded. 

North Carolina is trying several 
different plans of local liquor regula- 
tion—high license, dispensaries and 
I stctutory prohibition. According to 
the evidence of Chairman Bailey, a 
great many men favor limited prohi- 
bition laws, whereas they would be 
opponents of state prohibition. He 
finds many in small communities who 
rejoice in the fact that their commu- 
nities are dry. 

Mr. Bailey, whom it must not be for- 
gotten is chairman of the Anti-Saloon 
League, thinks the advocates of state 
| prohibition would do well to weigh 
carefully this fatt, since American ex- 
perience in temperance legislation ha& 
proven “that liquor traffic regulations 
can b@ no stronger than the local 
opinion would bear.”’ 

Such arguments as these sound nat- 
ural in the mouths of the opponents 
of rigid prohibition restrictions, but 
ccming from a state leader of the pro- 
hibition cause,@they possess added 
Io~ce. The most extreme opponent of 
any kind of liquor regulation could 
not go farther than to say that pro- 
hibition laws, to be effective, must be 
supported by tha ma,ority sentiment 
cr a community; that if a “majority 
of the toters in a city ‘or town or 
county prefer saloons, they will elect 
officers who wils not prosecute them, 
regardless of prohibitory laws.” Thes 
is precisely what Chairman Bailey 
declares and _ insists upon, and Mr. 
Bailey is a zealous crusader in the 
cuuse Of prohibition. 

He points to the state of Kansas, 
where he says governor after governor 
has failed to meet the situation. To 
sLow the absolute impossibility of suc- 
ccs, he says the governor “may have 
the mayor indicted, but the people for 
that very reason reelect the mayor.” 
Strange admissions from the prohibi- 
tion side of the controversy. 

Lest there should be any doubt 
about his position in this matter, he 
sé8ys again: “The law cannot be en- 
foreed when the .najority—which is 
sovereign in fact and in theory—is op- 
posed.” Of course, under the local op- 
ticn plan, which he approves and in- 
derses, the majority in any locality} 
must approve the law, or it could not 
rémain a law. 

Of course, there is no more reason 
tor all prohibitionists to unite on one 
plan of liquor regulation than there is 
for all manufacturers and dealers in 
iiquor to adopt one code of ethics for 
their business. Every man is entitled 
tu his own opinion. Chairman Bailey, 
of North Carolina, believes local op- 
tion will prove more effective and re- 
sult in less lawlessness than state 
prohibition, and he will accordingly 
urge and fight for local option. 

Georgia has decided to adopt state 
prohibition, the Anti-Saloon League 
of this state being unitedly in favor 
of that plan. The supporters of this 
idea had a majority in the legislature 
and overwhelmingly carried their con- 
tentn. The law is now on the stat- 
ute books and as long as it is the law 
‘L ought to be enforced. Let us hope 
that Georgia will not come to the 
same pass as Kansas, where “the 
giand juries decline to indict liquor 
sellers, and when they do indict, the

Gary, Ind., which is just across the 
state line from Chicago, is growing 
io become the greatest steel manu- 
facturing center in the world. We 
can almost see Chicago now, indulg- 
ing in a “Greater Chicago” movement 
and trying to push through a bill to 
extend her city limits. 

The steel] trust began work a year 
ago with an appropriation of $75,000,- 
000 for erecting its plant and building 
the town, or rather the city, of Gary. 
Tc this sum the directors of the steel 
trust have just added $45,000,000 
the construction of this 

The Garyites are in ec- 
Stasies; the becom is on, and with 
thousands of workmen and officials, 
and the world’s greatest steel plant, 
it has undoubtedly come to stay. The 
work of building Gary was begun, 
June 16, 1906, and the progress made 
las been almost beyond the power of 
comprehension. For instance, a news 
report of the situation says: 

The record of the fourteen months 
shows that Broadway, the principal bus- 
iness street, has been constructed for a 
distance of three miles from the Grand 
Calumet to the Little Calumet river, 
paveg with concrete for the greater part 
of the distance, linéd its entire length 
with concrete sidewalks and bounded for 
two miles on each side with brick and 
concrete business blocks. 

A complete sewerage system has been 
constructed, covering all of the business 
district and the residence area of the 
city and is now in use. A waterworks 
System, which is constructed on the! 
basis of a cicy of 500,000 inhabitants, is| 
in service. The water now ts supplied 
from eigift artesian wells, which will 
suffice pending the completion of a tun- 
nel two miles out into Lake Michigan, 
following the general plan of the Chi- 
cago water system. 

Gas mains have been laid all over the 
city. and the plant will open operations 
October |. The electric lighting plant is 
now in commission, and the power is 
carried through a modern system of un- 
derground conduits, all of which have 
been completed. 

In the residence’ districts more than 
fifty of the superior homes are rapidly 
nearing completion, and will be ready 
for occupancy within thirty days. The 
greater part are to be the residences of 
the steel trust corporation’s officials. 

Orders have been given to the field 
marshals on the ground that homes must 
be in readiness for 50,000 persons by 
the time the steel plant begins actual 
operations. The effect has been to force 
a demand for labor which might appal 
any one but a steel magnate. 

Nearly $1,000,000 will be spent in cov- 
ering the sand of the residence lots with 
an excellent quality of IMllinois black 
dirt. This work now is in progress, and 
1,400 lots {n the better districts will be 
so treated. 

Business already has opened tn the 
stores which line Broadway. More than 
8,000 inhabitants now have their homes 
in Gary, and mercantile establishments 
were the first to be constructed. One 
department store is to occupy a three- 
story building 125 feet Square, con- 
structed of concrete, which fs practically 
completed. The new five-story hotel is 
under roof, and the two elaborate benk 
buildings are nearing completion. 

Work on_the construction of a $150- 
000 theater will be commenced at once.

Fannin county is the greatest sufferer 
from the noxious fumes of the copper 
mines of Ducktown, Tenn. These fumes 
kill vegetation and injure timber, and 
Mr. Butt says the farmers of his section 
are very anxious to be protected from 
them. The matter has been before the 
public some years, and the federal su- 
preme court has recently rendered a de- 
cision upholding Georgia's right of in- 
junction, but the copper mines are now 
building a large acid plant, which, by 
condensation, they hope to carry these 
fumes for use and if they succeed the 
matter will be settled to everybody's sat- 
isfaction.

Governor Smith Has Arranged 
to Negotiate Loan for 
the State. 


a 


While Governor Smith has not yet 
borrowed any money to supply the 
casual deficiencies in the state treas- 
ury, the certainty that he must do so 
this fall up to the full limit permitted 
by the state constitution, $200,000, has 
led him to make investigations to 
where and at what rate it can be se- 
cured. 

He has arranged, it is stated, to get 
$100,000 from the Fourth National and 
the Neal Bank of Atlanta, both of them 
state depositories, at 2 per cent, the 
lowest rate the state has yet enjoyed. 
A loan was negotiated at that rate 
under Governor Terrell’s administra- 
tion. 

There are three banks in Macon 
which are anxious to lend the state 
$25,000, the amount. alloted to that 
city, also at the rate of 2 per cent. 
They are the American National, the 
Commercial and Savings and the 
Fourth National. Each of the Macon 
banks is anxious fo let the state have 
the money as the loan carries with it 
the uppolintment as state depository 
in that city. The governor has not yet 
decided on which one of these banks 
he will call. 

In addition to the foregoing amounts 
the governor expects to get $25,000

The Folly of Dieting. 

“If women would take the precautions 
that would keep them from being stout, 
it would be far better for their health, 
and appearance than if discovering them - 
selves a pound or so too heavy they be- 
gin to weaken their system by 4n over- 
strenuous diet.” 

The speaker was a healthy, happy 
woman, who might be considered too 
stout by a lean and “lanky’”’ sister with 
“nerves’’ and impoverished blood. 

“The idea that health is not always 
agreeable to the eye is an absurd one,’ 
continued the cheerful, stout lady, ‘‘and 
although too much flesh is a nuisance 
at times, one can easily avoid it by ab- 
staining from the fattening foods. If it 
cannot be avoided, and if a woman finds 
that with good health she must be re- 
signed to a surplus avoirdupois then she 
had better sacrifice appearance to 
health, for the latter is far more attrac- 
tive in the end. 

“Tt was stated recently by a northern 
specialist in nervous diseases that more 
than two-thirds of the women who had 
Claimed his attention as patients were 
suffering from the results of some un- 
natural processes to diminish their sizes; 
either by excessive dieting, or the indul- 
génce in liquids or acids supposed to 
réduce flesh; or by the wearing of too 
tight corsets or clothes. 

“In many cases,’ he said, “‘women be- 
come enemic, through reducing their 
fiesh, or clearing their skins by an: over- 
absurd practices. 

‘‘All winter and in the spring they par- 
take of the wines and rich foods, at ir- 
regular times that are conducive to fiesh, 
and not always good flesh; they do not: 
take the fright kind of exercise, and 
really do become unnatural in their ap- 
pearance. Then they will rush to the 
‘oure’—the resort where baths of all 
kinds are given; fail to nourish them- 
selves properly; walk excessively proba- 
bly in rubber under-jackets; resort to all 
kinds of things to produce unnatural 
perspiration, and bring about a reaction 
in the system, so sudden, and harsh, 
that their health becomes seriously im- 
paired before they realize it. 

“Then they are enemic; excessively ner- 
vous and weak, and irritable, and then 
come the lines, the had complexions, 


: bodies 


and above all the haggard look that al- 
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ways accompanies half-nourished bodies- 

“Encased jn board-like corsets, such 
women may satisfy some abnormal fad 
for slenderness, but such a condition is 
never artistic or beautiful. 

“With exceeding slenderness’ there 
must be roundness, combination of which 
But she is an ex- 
ception, and the average woman as slen- 
der as she is would come very néar be- 
ing thin and bony. 

“Tt would not be so bad if this horror 
of surplus fiesh was possessed by vain 
women who think t% makes them look 
the older, but to see young girls scarce- 
ly out of their teens following the ex- 
amples of their elders is pitiful. 

“Poor little creatures, who are scarce- 
ly developed, begin to wéar corsets and 
clothing that hamper their growths They 
will not eat this or that for fear of 
getting thin, and then when the result 
is an unnatural pallor, they resort to the 
rouge pots. 

“Instead of suggesting the fullness and 
freshness of youth, they look rather like 
little ‘hags,’ who ought to be sent back 
to the nursery and put on diets of oat- 
meal and cdrn_ starch puddings, and 
made to go to bed at the very hour they 
are lacing their poor emaciated little 
into tight clothes, and stifling 
their very, vitality.’’

Women Councillors and Aldermen. 

In England, the house of lords has 
voted 111! to 33 in favor of a bill which 
provides that a woman shall not be dis- 
qualified by sex or marriage for election 
as councillor or alderman of the council 
of any county or borough, metropelitan 
boroughs included. Women shall be eligi- 
ble as chairmen of county councils or 
mayors of boroughs, but they shall not be 
justices of the peace by virtue of hold- 
ing, or having held, such offices. it 
seems remarkable that <o conservative a 
body as the house of lords should vote 
for so advanced a bill, by a majority of 
more than three to one. Several years 
ago, the house of commons passed a 
similar measure by a still heavier vote, 
172 to 22. So the present bill is not 
likely to fail of passage in the lower 
house. Women in England already sit 
on parish councils, urban district coun- 


cils and rural district councils: and near- | 


ly 1,000 women are serving on boards of 
poor law guardians. They have done 
such good civic work on all these Public 
boards that both houses of parliament 
are now strongly in favor of extending 
their field of usefulness. The archbishop 
of Canterbury spoke in favor of the bill, 
He said that the question was not one 
of the rights and wrongs of women, but 
of the rights and wrongs of the com- 
munity, who were entitled to the admin- 
istrative assistance that would be af- 
forded them by competent women.

FOR PRINCE YI 


Other Members of Korean 
Deputation to Hague Also 
Sentenced. 


Suez, August '2.—The Korean su- 


preme court has passed sentence upon 
the members of The Hague deputation. 
Yi Sang Sol has teen condemned to be 
hanged and Yi Wichowa and Yi Chun 
have been sentenced to imprisonment 
for life. 


New York, August !2.—News that he 
had been sentenceg to death and that 
his associates in the ill-fated mission 
to The Hague had been condemned to 
life imprisonment was conveyed to 
Prince Yi, nephew of the new emperor 
of Korea, at the Broadway Central ho- 
te] here today. 

‘The Japanese, of course, are respon- 
sible for this,’’ the prince commented. 

“T do not blame them much, how- 
ever, as I blame the traitorous Koreans 
who have sold themselves to the Jap- 
anese. The only effect of this action 
against me will be to add energy and 
enthusiasm to the work of patriotic 
Koreans for their country. 

“It would be “2 suicide for me to 
return to Korea, f I could gain any, 
thing for my country by putting my 
head in the Japanese noose I should be 
glaqg to do so, but I cannot see that I 
should serve any good purpose by doing 
so now, and it is not my purpose to re- 
turn to Korea. J] shall keep up my 
work for Korea here.’ 

Yi recently sent to President Roose- 
velt a request for private unofficial cor- 
respondence, The prince has received 
a reply in which the president stated 
that he would have no time at present 
to grant such an audience. 

Prince Yi said that he accepted this 
as a declination from the president to 
see him and wouid make no further ef- 
fort in that direction at present.

Sums Collected and Ex- 
pended in the Eight- 
Hour-Day Fight. 


Hot Springs, Ark., August 12.—The 
fifty-third annual convention of the 
International Typographical Union of 


North America convened at the East- | 


man hotel in this city this morning. 


The meeting was called to order by! 
Chairman C. M. Millar, of the conven- | 
Addresses of welcome 


tion committee. 
were delivered by Mayor M. H. Jodd, 
ex-Mayor George R. Belding and Pres- 
dent G. P. Bumpass, of the local union, 
They were responded to by. Interna- 
tional President James M. Lynch and 
Mrs. Bowen, international president of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary. 

The annual reports of the officers 
were read and filed. There are about 
one thousand delegates and visitors 
in attendance. 

The report of President Lynch is a 
comprehensive document, and covers 
the progress made by the Internation- 
al Tpographical Union for the period 
elapsing since the Colorado Springs 
convention, and also outlines new poli- 
cles and touches upon those that have 
become a part of the work and his- 
tory of the organization. Among other 
things an aggressive campaign for the 
union label is recommended. The cam- 
paign for an eight-hour day, which 
has been vigorously prosecuted by the 
International Typographical Union for 
nearly two years,‘is touched upon ex- 
tensively. 

In the president’s report the propo- 
Sition to pension the superannuated 
and incapacitated _members of the 
union is given considerable space. This 
feature, if adopted, will be a new ven- 
ture for the union, but it is looked 
on with much favor by the delegates, 
and undoubtedly a_ proposition em- 
bracing the pension feature will. be 
submitted to a membership vote of the 
International Typographical Union. 

Sanitary Conditions. 

Another most important proposition 
touched upon in the president's report 
embraces the sanitary conditions in 
composing rooms throughout the coun- 
try. The president strongly advises 
that local unions insist on healthful 
work-rooms, and without question the 
convention will endorse the president’s 
recommendation. The movement for 
the stamping out of tuberculosis has 
become national, and the union print- 
ers believe that they are vitally in- 
terested in its success. 

The arbitration agreement 
the American Newspaper 
association and the 
Typographical Union is given extended 
notice in the president's report. 
shown that about 200 of the 
newspapers of the country have arbi- 
tration contracts with the Internation- 
al Typographical Union.

Union's Fiscal Record. 

Secretary-Treasurer Bramwood, in his 
report, shows that the collections for 
the vear ending May 31, 1907. have 
reached the enormous total of $1,939,- 
304.91, and the expenditures $1,642,- 
441.94, leaving a balance in the treas- 
ury of $296,862.97. There was also 
collected during the same period, for 
the support of the Union’. Printers’ 
Home, $61,931.40. 

The secretary-treasurer shows that 
the expenditures from the burial fund 
for the vear reached the sum of $39,- 
270. The total expenditures from this 
fund since its establishment in 1892 
have heen $443,105. The average age 
of death of printers for the year was 
46.7 vears. 

It is proposed build an addition 
to the Union Printers’ Home, and the 
fund for this purpose is known as the 
Cummings Memorial fund. There was 
in this fund on May 31, 1907, $12.910.44. 
This amount represents voluntary con- 
tributions by the membership. 

The net cost of transacting the gen- 
eral business of the organization, ex- 
cluding the conduct of the eight-hour 
campaign, has been only $16,026.63.
